Philadelphia, Aug. 13—O f more 
th a n $2,000,000,000 spent for ad­ 
vertising last year, more than 40 
per cent was spent for newspaper 
advertising, Dr. Howard T. Hovde, 
instructor in m erchandising and 
lecturer in advertising a t the 
W harton School of the University 
of Pennsylvania, Wednesday told 
the 
afternoon 
session 
of 
the 
U nited States Building and Loan 
league's annual convention. 
“Newspaper advertising is still 
the bulwark of the nation's ad­ 
vertising,” he said. “It is one of 
the best media for building and 
loan advertising. 
“However, we m ust remember 
the difference between a skirm ish 
and a campaign. 
A single piece 
of advertising, no m atter how 
skillfully done, is a hazardous 
venture because it ignores the 
g reat effectiveness of the cum u­ 
lative power of m any pieces and 
because, in being a single unit, it 
encourages inattention by be mg 
too complete.”

Bishop Fails 
To Block Probe 


Washington. 
Aug. 
13 —Justice 
Thomas W. Cox. of the District of 
Columbia supreme court, Wednesday 
opened 
the way 
for the 
United 
States senate to continue its investi­ 
gation of Bishop James Cannon, 
Jr.’s, anti-Sm ith campaign activities 
in Virginia in 1928. 
The Justice dismissed an applica­ 
tion by the bishop 
for a 
writ of 
prohibition against 
the five mem­ 
bers of the investigating committee, 
headed 
by 
Senator 
Nye, 
North 
Dakota. 
The application was filed 
by the bishop’s attorney on July 30, 
twenty-four hours after the church­ 
man had sailed for Europe. 
In declining to halt the Senate’s 
inquiry Justice Cox said it did not 
appear that the legislative body was 
exceeding 
its authority, 
and 
re­ 
marked th at the committee should 
have wide latitude in investigations 
which might determine the need of 
further legislation. 
He 
said 
the 
bishop’s petition failed to show con­ 
vincingly that the senate was not 
making the inquiry for that pur­ 
pose.

2 MILLION FOR 
ANCHOR OF 1492 


Columbus’ Anchor Said To Be 
Valued At $2,000,000; 
One In Chicago. 


Chicago, 
Aug. 
13 
(AP)—The 
Chicago historical society knew the 
two huge, ill-shaped masses of iron 
had anchored Christopher Colum­ 
bus’ ships more than 400 years ago, 
but it didn’t know they might be 
worth $2,000,000. 
The anchors, 
exhibited 
free 
of 
charge, bore that stupendous value 
Wednesday as a result of the re­ 
fusal of the government of Haiti to 
accept $1,000,000 for a third anchor 
used by the explorer, now in 
the 
French colonial exposition in Paris. 
First 
knowledge of the larger 
anchor was obtained from a letter 
written by a 
“Dr. 
Henneker” 
to 
Washington Irving, 
in 
1832, 
and 
published as a 
note 
in 
Irving’s 
biography of 
Columbus. 
It 
was 
found on 
an 
old 
inland 
Santo 
Domingo plantation by Dr. Alejan­ 
dro Lien as, of Puerto Plata, Santa 
Domingo, who presented it to the 
society after its exhibition at the 
world fair here in 1893. 
Dr. Lianas, 
while a 
resident of 
Cape Haytien. studied the voyages 
of Columbus with a view to identify­ 
ing the land falls, landings and first 
settlements of the discoverer. 
Co- 
dumbus’ inventory of articles left at 
a fortress included “an anchor of 
the caraval." 
Evidence that it had belonged to 
the flagship Santa Maria, which was 
wrecked off Haiti in 1492, was con­ 
sidered conclusive in 
view of its 
fifteenth century shape, 
the 
evi­ 
dence of Columbus and the locality 
where it was found.
